For coming from 
his morning exercife, he was (ciz'd(as Ifrael)mth a lame* 
nejs in his thigh, , And I make no queftion,but that as he 
did, with i/rii*/, goaway with a bodily fdyl, he tecciv'd 
a (piritual blefsing ; and though he came (or rather was 
carried) ofTwith a maim in tlie body ,he was prince^t cum 
X).eo, and prcvail'd for a blelsing on hi? fbiil. 

And I do not think fit, nor can I let pals this obfer va« 
cion, without'cominending it to the careful notice and 
conHderation of all that hear me,thac the great f^roke by 
which God caird him to himfcUjbcfcll him jprelcntly up* 
on his rifing from his private devotions, as if God had 
laid to him,Thy prayers are come up, and I come down 
to fetch' thcc up likewilc .' Thy work is done, and now 
I will do mine, and give thee a reward / Sure, happy is 
that devout Ibul whom his Lord when he comech {hall 
find fo doing, {landing upon his watch, and calling up- 
on his God.Oh confider it,how much more comfortable 
it is for a man to be found fb doing,than to be fnatch'd a- 
way with his D^/f/o^ in his arms,or with an intemperate 
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cup in hU hand, bra damme in his mouth, or any Idol 
in his heart, which might make him incapable of com- 
munion with his God / But I leave the Parallel, and of- 
fer him 

2. To your connderation,as a Peribn of Honour, dif- 
ferent indeed froth moH other men of his age and time. 
The man I think is hot to be found, that can juftly ac- 
cufehim^or blaft his reputation or honour byiuftly 
charging him with di rsimuIation,ot fraud, or iinfaith- 
fiiincls, or lyih^g or incontinency, or drunkenness, or 
fwearing-, or any other notorious vice. I have had cht 
happinefs to be frequently near him, and often in the 
hearing of him for a dozen years together, yet did I ne- 
ver (that I remember) hear any obicene' or filthy com- 
munication com^ from his mouth^nor dblerve him up- 
on any provocation;, let any onebf thoie many oaths e- 
fcapehislips, that many men now adays reckon and 
look upon as the gi:eateft,if not only ornament and grace 
of their difcourle. 

But it is not enough to be txtra ViVM,without any no* 
roriousvice; God will not be |atisfied with a h^acive 
holinei^ywe n[iuf| hot only ce^/ff to A9 e>i/, huthamtoJo 
mU, lia. I ^ And' fo did he. And that you may cake a 
fliort viewoi his vertues, J ihall prefent him briefly to 
you in all, or moft of his remarkable Relations, and oiler 
CO your condderations how he did carry himfelf towards 
his Correlates. And then I admoniih and befccch yoit

He was 

relbrved that God lores the Gates of Symt^ more than all 

the dwellings of jfiico^^ aqid will not be put off with our 

pretences of doifig our Devotions in our Clolet,when 

he expe^ us in the Church, Kor was his Devotion 

peribnated and put on to deceive the world, but he took 

his-time for private as well as publick performances, as I 

have told you before. 

. In his hcknefsthofe three Chriftian graces of Faith, 

Hope, and Charity, were very remarkable. He flgnified 

his Charity in forgiving all tliatbad done hin:^any inju^ 

ry, and defiring to be reconciled to all' betwixt whom 

andhimfelftherehad been any mifunderftanding; and 

debate. HisFaxthaad Hopehc ocpireffed tomy an- 

worthy (elfin private while he was able : affirming he 

did firmly rclye on the merits and mediation of his Savi • 

our JefofSj' and through him hoped for a glorious: Re-; 

iuirredion; And inthis BaitK and Hope he earneftly de* 

fired, and ixceived both the Ab(blutionof the Chiirch, 

and tbe Sacrament of the Supperof the Lord. 

- !19^herr1iistOAgiAe'hadfaU'dto do its office, and we 

fi^rceiv'd that he endureda great fight of afHidkions; that 

the Lord delayed his comtng^and Death made but flow, 

though fute approaches; I did (as I thooghc I was in du- 
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t'y bound) id-, ifc him to learch hts ovni hcurc : whether 
there wercany thing yecuOidonech^JGotd expc&cd he 
(hoiilddo, before he cail'd him heiice : andchache 
wouldiignifie'cousby feme- token, whotbei hCihof^ed 
chat his peace was perreAed>.an£l .his conicicoce <qaict: 
Whereupon^ he looked upon us with a inore.cheurful 
counteaaace thanit isoidioalry for a^dying man toiina« 
nifeft : and thenr cafUng up hisr eyes to* Heiven> he layd 
his hand upon hts:hearc,reeming to (ay,chat all was qaiec 
these, and th^t he died in Peace, and lefted in Hope. 

Hb Piety and Devotion all along hisiicknefs was ve- 
ry exemplary. He a^ed his part in all the prayers, and 
that with a ftronger and more ch earful voice than we 
conceavcd he had been able to utter,or did utter upon a- 
ny other occalionJ The laft word (as Lremembery that. 
I heard him fay,was Amen to our prayers ; but he moved 
hislipswhen he could notufe his tongue to do that of* 
fice, which yet held out beyond our expe^tions, and 
fiiil'd him hot till very near his end. ^ 

And as his Piety was great towards God^fb was 6 ods 
mercy CQward&Him<j for though the ilroke light on zU 
mod all theoiie fide ojf his body, it miiis'd;his bfain ; So 
tbatby.

"ble that one that doth not really delight in,& reciprocal* 
ly find comfort by the fervkeoftheChurchyfiiould lb 
frc<}uently and cheerfully joyn and bear a pare in it as he 
did^notwithftanding alltheObftacles andlmpecjinaems 
ofpain and iicknels ; whkh is an argument cKac the 
Church (ervice is^ not- (b faulty as our ^ves, and chat we 
might take pleafure in it, Sc reap profit by it, ileurown 
corrupt hearts were not indifpos'd and out of order. 

I confefs we owe much to his example if ourCongre- 
gation be in pra^iceany thing more obferyant of the 
Churches Orders, than (bme of our ^ighbours. Ijcc 
the contemptible Prieils (as Cbrfki kail us in icorn) fay 
what they will, or can,the perenipcory vulgar wtH do as 
they lift; If their betters will not believe ns,chey will de- 
rpiw us;lf a manof Authorky^Hohonr or V^i&ipwill 
not be perfuaded to change hts pofture^biit k^ep his (eat, 
they will u(e neither leg norknee,unle{s it be to crofs the 
Church in herdire^ioM and Commands : but believe it 
Gfthcteracn^itf is no^ difparagcment to »(e your own 
tongues to ttiak^ ccwvfefsiori oi, and cry God mercy for 
your QWc) fins. Tis hod'^minutiod of your won:b,to ap- 
pear and behave your (elves with all humble reverence 
and fubmif5ion,.iis the fcveral {4#csc>f letvkJcdo re<}nire 
when yon come before himto whom^lthmgs in Hea- 
ven and Bunk <k^bow add obe^. I tiop^^v^nltk^betieve 
this/amd ciduld wif^^thaffueh -lif' j^t doti^jWoiil^fafilcer 
the laudable exampfo of th^^honoutftble fi^t^y in eheir 
feverfi Congregati^ pra^ife anci do accordingly. I 
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confefsthis is fpokcn a lictlc out of the way, but I hope 
it will be looked upon as a pardonable digrefsion^ and 
cenfured as a needlefs impertinency.

4. As a Husband^hcwas chaft and careful in keeping,

5. As aFather^he was very affe^ionate and fufficicntly 
indulgent^yet not (b indulgent but that he knew how,, 
upon occafion- to be feveretoo; it is known, He like his 
Heavenly Father,He^. iiiyhath yetyjhar^ly chafiifed thoje- 
vfhmn heyetyery dearly hved: and as a Father he did like old' 
Ifrael call his children to him, andasheiaw caufegave 
them his ^therly admonitions and blefsing before he: 
parted with them. And may thofe ble(sings never be itt 
vain, nor thpfi admonitions ever be forgotten; 

($.AsaLordandMafter,hewasmeekand gentle, far 
irom the temper of many bothhis equalsand infe^i«urs,. 
who forgetting that they themfelves have Col. 4. k a ma- 
ftcr iii HeaFcn, do uhmctdfirlly threaten or care not to^ 
make flayeaof tKclr fervants upph Earth; and it was one 
argument of the great, reigcdiKc had^.^yciito Hi> mean- 
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eft ftrvints, in that he admitted all, and fcnt for forac 
ofthenn to come and take their laft leave and farewell 
from his dying lips^ 

7' As a LandIord,be wa:S courteous^kind^ refpe^ive 
to his leverai Tenants : and it is known he took not the 
advantages that were offered to revenge or right jfiimfelf 
of chofe that had done him tiic greateft injury & wrong. 

8. As a Neighbour, he was fufftciently known to be 
peaceable and quiet,.more ready to compofc differences, 
than make them,and to put up injuries than oi&r them. 

Laftly, as.aPriend,hewas faithful and conflant,ncver 
known to betray his truft, nor abufe the credulity of 
thofe that put any confidence in him. He was none of 
thofe that will profufcly promifc what they never pur- 
pofe to perform ; It was common with him to be better 
than his word . Ifyou asked him a courtefie, his very fi- 
lence was frequently a corjfcnt, apd ifyo.u had not a de- 
Jiyal, you might be. furco^ a grant. . . 

To fum upall,he was a true Chriftian,aiid thcfcforc 
in all relpe<5ts fuch a one as I have (aid, a Loyal Subje^^, 
a Dutiful Son, a loying Hu^band^, an indulgent Father,* 
rcfpeUive Lord and Mafler, a good Neighbour, and a 
faithful Friend ;apd in his whole converfation fuch a 
^^an of Piety, as is much more fit than calic to be
